Dr Macdonald Reported Killed. 


Captain Joslin Wounded. 


(From Our Correspondeni.) 
Suawzen, July 14, 10 a.m. - 
The Hongkong, Canton and Maeao 
Steamboat Compsny’s Steamer “Bal- 


nam” wad attacked by pirates on 


the West River, near Samshui, last 


evoning. 

A desperate fight took place. 

Captain Joslin and the Rev, Dr 
R. J. J. Macdonald, of the Wesleyan 
Miasion, Wucshow, were shot. 

Dr Macdonald is reported to have 
heen killed. 

Tho “Sainam” is expected to reach 
Canton at noon to-day. 


{Just prior to going to press we lea 
from Captain Clarke, Secretary of the H. K. 
and Macao Steamboat Company, that Dr. 
Macdonald is reported dead and Captain 
Joslin and seven of the crew seriously 
wounded. ‘ 

The attack on the steamer tovk place at 
Tai-ping. The Commedore has ordered 
the river gunhvat ‘ Moorehen ” to proceed 
to the spot te make investigations. 

Saomshui is situated on tho West River 
but a short distance above whoro tho rivor 
steamers from Canton bound for the West 
River trip enter it from the channels and 
reaches which intervect the land between 
the Canton and Wost Rivers. It is an 
important town, and does a good trade, 
for in addition to the river traffic the town 
is the terminus of the Canton-Samshui 
railway. Vessels crossing from the Canton 
to tho West River are sighted houra before 
they reach Samshui on account of tho flat 
country and tho many winding channels 
which have to be traversed bofore the 
veasels enter the West River. Naturally 
this is of great assistance to the pirates, 
who can lie in wait and watch their quarry 
approach, From Who's Who in the Far Bast 
wo learn that Dr. Macdonald is attached to 
tho Wesleyan Mission, Wuchow, andbashad 
a good many years’ experience about that 
district. Twenty-two years ago he was at 
Fatshan, whero ho romained for nine years, 
going thence to Wuchow in 1697. Throe 

_ years ago he was appointed medical ‘officer 
of the Imporial Maritime Customs and 
Surgeon to the British Consulate and Gaol, 
‘He was bom in 1859, and in 1892 
married Miss Margaret Ellon Oorderoy. 
Dr. Macdonald was educated at Woodhouse 
Grove School, at Middlesex Hospital and 
Edinburgh University, He waa’ at the 
Fatshan Hospital in 1884. Whilst in 
Wuchow Dr. Macdonold was the correspon- 
dent of tho Cuma Mam. Until later 
telegrams arrive it will be impossible to 
say definitely whethor Dr. Macdonald has 
been killed or not.—Ep., 0. Mf.)
